Governor answers request for funds 


Coffee County Probate Judge 
Marion Brunson reported this week 
that he had received a letter from 
State Highway Director Royce King

Former ilba postal employee found not guilty 


A former Elba postal worker 
charged with misappropriation of 
over $1,000 in United States Post 
Office funds was found not guilty last 
week by a federal jury in Dothan. 

Charles Wayne Harrison, a 
postal employee for 22 years, was 
found not guilty by a jury of five 


of $1,671.99 and reported the 
shortage was discovered on March 
20, 1987, during an audit of post 
office records by Elba Postmaster 
Bill Bullard.

Fire Prevention Week Observed In State 


For many Alabama residents the 
fall season is one of the favorite 
times of the year to conduct outdoor 
burning--whether it be dry, crackly 
leaves or that unsightly ditchbank. 
Because of the usual dry conditions 
that goes along with fall months it is 
important to take all the necessary 
safety precautions, including obtain- 
ing a burn permit. 

Alabama law requires that you 
obtain a ‘‘permit’’ before doing 
outdoor burning of any woodland, 
grassland, field or new ground that 
is over one-quarter acre in size and 
lies within 25 feet of natural fuels 
(such as woods and grass.) 

Permits can be obtained over the 
phone, at no charge, and within 
three minutes, To obtain a burn 
permit simply call your Alabama 
Forestry Commission’s District toll 
free number. The information you 
will need to provide is: 

1, Location of the property in- 


cluding township, section and range 
number (Commission personnel will 
help you with this.) 

2. The approximate time, date, 
and type of burning to be done (field, 
brush, new ground, etc.) 

3. It is required that you have 
adequate tools, equipment, and 
manpower to control your fire and 
prevent it from escaping. 

4. Stay with your fire until it is 
completely out. 

Remember, burn permits are 
required by law to help protect you 
and your land, Violations could 
result in a fine up to $1,000 and/or 
up to six months in jail. 

So, if you’ve been thinking of 
doing some outdoor burning, let your 
first step be a call to your local 
Alabama Forestry Commission dis- 
trict office for a permit.

§ TEN YEARS AGO 


Damascus Baptist Church 
Has Steeple Dedication 


The Damascus Baptist Church 
recently added new bathrooms and a 
steeple, and had dedication services 
for these additions on Aug. 30. 

The church celebrated its 
centennial on April 29, 1984, with 
Rev. LE. Pitts, a former pastor, 
delivering the morning message. 

The church was constituted on 
April 27, 1884, with eight charter 
members, and held services in a 
small community building. The first 
house of worship was built in 1895, 
and in 1918 the church building was 
blown’ away by a September 
hurricane, and another building was 
erected in 1920, under the leadership 
of Rey. Nall. 

A’new and modern building was 
completed in 1961; a new educa- 
tional building added in 1973,

QUESTION: 


What is the “one baptism” 
of Ephesians 4:5? 


There is widespread debate today about the nature, purpose, and 
* value of baptism. Some thirty years after the beginning of the church, 


. the apostle Paul wrote tothe Ephesian Christians, ‘‘There is one body, 


» and one Spirit, even as ye are called in one hope of your calling; one 
Lord, one faith, one baptism, one God and Father of all’’ (Eph. 4:4-6), 
Although there is agreement that there is one Lord, one Spirit, and one 

‘. Father, there is disagreement that there is only one baptism, But as 

~ Paul clearly stated, there is only one baptism in effect today. 

. The New Testament mentions four baptisms: the baptism of John, 


. fire baptism, Holy Spirit baptism, and the water baptism of the great 
» commission (Matt. 28:18-20;. It is not possible that the baptism of 


John could be the one baptism, because John’s baptism pointed ahead 
to the death of Christ, and was no longer to be administered after the 


establishment of the church, Acts 19 tells of twelve men who had been 


baptized with John's baptism, but who had to be baptized again in the 
name of Jesus. This was necessary because they had been baptized 
with John’s baptism when it was no longer in effect. 


The one baptism cannot be the baptism of fire, because it is to be 


administered by the Lord at the end of time, and will be a cleansing fire 


(Matt. 3:11-12), The baptism of fire is a description of sinners being 
committed to torment for their disobedience. 


The one baptism for today cannot be Holy Spirit baptism either, 
because this promised baptism was temporary. John’s promise of Holy 
Spirit baptism (Matt. 3:11), was fulfilled on the day of Pentecost, as the 
apostles were baptized with the Holy Spirit, The only other instance of 
Holy Spirit baptism was in the household of Cornelius, the first Gentile 


to become a Christian (Acts 10). 


The one baptism of the Christian age is the baptism of the great 
commission, which is immersion in water, In Matt, 28;18-20, Jesus 
told his followers to ‘‘teach all nations, baptizing them in the name of 

* the Father, and of the Son, and of the Holy Ghost,’’ And Jesus 


promised to be with his followers ‘‘alway, even unto the end of the 


world,”’ or until the end of the age. Jesus commanded his followers to 


baptize. 


But men cannot administer Holy Spirit baptism, or fire 


baptism, The only baptism that men are authorized to administer, or 


capable of administering is water baptism, The only examples of 
baptism administered by men are of water baptism, such as the 


~ Ethiopian nobleman, who asked Philip, *‘See, here is water; what doth 
hinder me to be baptized?"’ (Acts 8:36). The one baptism is immersion 


in water,

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GOD’s MYSTERIOUS GIFT 
A little later this month children 
will be participating in a tradition of 
our country when they knock on our 
doors and say ‘‘Trick or Treat!”’ 
Iask you, have you ever observed 


a little child’s face as they receive 


that mystery treat? One can hardly 
wait to chew that bubble gum or eat 
that piece of candy. 

Today I am reminded of an even 
greater ‘‘mystery gift’’ than what we 
give to the children. It is a gift from 
God called forgiveness. ; 

Leslie D. Weatherhead once said 
that ‘‘the forgiveness of God is the 
most therapeutic idea in the whole 
world.’’ Psychological adjustment is 
wonderful and we need more of it; 
but nothing in all the earth which 
man can do can ever satisfy the 
human need for forgiveness. ‘ 

Rev. Bill Hinson in his book, 
Solid Living in a Shattered World, 
states ‘‘There is bad guilt and good 
guilt. Nobody should be consumed 
with false guilt, but then true guilt is 
not so bad. It points the way toward 
a better tomorrow; sometimes guilt 
is God’s hold on our heart.”’ 

What this means is that it’s 
psychologically sound to consider the 
whole concept of forgiveness and the 
fact that all of us must have within us

a sense of sin. It may guide us to find 
forgiveness. 

In Paul’s letter to the Romans he 
wrote, ‘‘All have sinned and fallen 
short of the glory of God’’ (Rom. 3:23 
RSV). There is no doubt that we are 
engaging in self-deception if we tell 
ourselves we have no sin. Not only 
are we telling ourselves something 
that isn’t true, but we make God a 
liar. 

Augustine felt pretty good about 
himself when he compared his 
morality to that of his peers. He 
thought he was a good, pure, noble, 
young man, Then he said, ‘‘One day 
Jesus of Nazareth crossed my path 
and I saw what a terrible mess I’d 
made.”’ 

Alexander Maclaren told the 
story about the jar lowered into an 
ocean. He said, ‘‘You can take a jar, 
lower it tightly capped into the 
deepest ocean, and when you draw it 
out again it will be as dry inside as 
though it had been in an oven’”’ (The 
Best of Alexander Maclaren, New 
York; Harper & Brothers, 1949). 

You can live all your life sur- 
rounded by an ocean of God’s love, 
but if you never take the cap off, it 
will never fill your life.

METHOD OF ELECTING CITY 
COUNCIL MEMBERS BY DISTRICT

BE IT ORDAINED by the City 
Council of the City of Elba, Alabama, 
that the method of electing city 
council members shall be changed 
from an at-large election to a district 
election as hereinafter provided:

Kinston failed to mount an 
offense on its initial possession and 
was forced to punt, but such wasn’t 
the case with Dozier as the Tigers 
drove 80 yards on their first 
possession to grab the early lead. 

The touchdown came on a 
19-yard run by Terry Daniels, and 
although the extra point failed,

left in the opening stanza. 

The Bulldogs returned the 
ensuing kick to their 35-yard line and 


shocked Dozier by marching 65 yards 


to paydirt! 
A 44-yard scamper by Dodd

The Elba City Council met 
Monday with two members absent. 
Mrs. Williams and Mrs. Yelverton 
were both out of town, according to 
Mayor English. 

The council paid the bills and 
listened to a complaint from Lamar 
Hall concerning property lines and a 
city street.

One of Coffee County’s oldest 
and most recognizable landmarks 
became just a memory last weekend 
when the Damascus School, located 
approximately six miles south of 
Elba, was completely destroyed by 
fire. 

The blaze was discovered late 
Saturday night, Oct. 10, by a passing 
motorist and was totally engulfed by 
flames before firefighters from 
surrounding communities could 
arrive at the scene. 

Firefighters prevented the fire 
from spreading to a nearby wooded 
area, but the old school was too far 
gone to save as the firefighters and 
residents of the community could 
only watch helplessly as the wood 
frame school lit up the sky for miles 
around! 

The original Damascus School 


discussed between Hall and the 
council on several previous 
occasions.

was constructed in 1890 and was 
renovated in 1927 when three 
classrooms were built. With the 
arrival of school buses in the 
mid-1930’s many smaller community 
schools were closed, and four such 
schools consolidated with the 
Damascus School, including Sand 
Hill, Bradshaw, Harrison and Union. 
An auditorium and basketball court 
were added at the time of the 
consolidation, along with — six 
additional classrooms, which housed 
students in grades kindergarten 
through ninth. 

The school was closed in 1965 
when further consolidation occurred 
and the school and grounds were 
purchased by residents of the 
community and used as a center of 
community activities, The school 
building became weather-worn in 


the railroad. 

According to long-time residents 
of Elba these wings had been used as 
public streets for many, many years. 
However, the city council voted prior 
to the purchase by Dorsey of the 
railroad property, to allow this 
action.

County employees petition commission to alter makeup of committee 


The Coffee County Commission 
met in regular session on Monday, 
Oct, 12, at the courthouse in Enter- 
prise and appointed three 
commissioners to serve on a 
committee to study a request made 
by county employees that the 
method of selecting members of the 
county’s grievance committee be 
changed. 

Hayes Ammons, an employee of 
the county highway department, 
stated he was representing the 
majority of employees in the county 
departments and presented a 
petition signed by a large number of 
employees seeking a change in 
election of the members of the 
committee that hears all grievances 
from county employees. 

Ammons stated the employees 
would like to see a six-member 
committee, with the members being 
elected by a vote of employees in the 
various departments. According to 
Ammons, the new method would 
allow for the election of two 
members from the highway depart- 
ment and engineering department, 
one member from the probate office 
and maintenance crew, one member 
from the revenue office and mapping 
and appraisal office, one member 
from the sheriff's office and one from 
the county's list of elected officials. 

Under the current method, the 
grievance committee is composed of 
four members picked by the county 
commission, and the present 


committee includes one commis- 
sioner, the probate judge, the county 
administrator and the revenue 
commissioner. 

Commissioner Billy Eagerton 
took offense to the suggestion and 
declared, ‘If anyone is not pleased 
with what I’ve done as a member of 
the committee, I'll be glad to step 
off,’ while Commissioner Sid 
Averett stated, ‘'l believe that since 
the county commission is the govern- 
ing body of the county it should have 
the authority to choose the members 
of the committee. 1 think all the 
members now serving on_ the 
committee are doing a good job, and 
if the commission continues to pick 
the members of the committee it 
would eliminate interdepartmental 
politics that might occur if the 
employees actually elect the 
members themselves,” 

County engineer Mark Pool 
reported that in some counties the 
grievance committees were com- 
posed of non-county employees, 
such as businessmen, who had no 
ties to any department or official; 
however, the suggestion drew 
immediate opposition from the entire 
commission and the idea was quickly 
dropped. 

The commission appointed 
Commissioners Bill Faulk, Robert 
Stevens and Damascus Crittenden to 
serve on a committee to study the 
grievance committee matter and 
report back at the next meeting on its 


findings and to make any 
recommendations concerning 
changes. 

Monday’s meeting began at 9 
a.m., and after the routine approval 
of the minutes bids were opened on a 
number of items, 

The only bidder on a _ new 
gasoline pumping system to be used 
at the county shop was McKinney 
Petroleum Supply, who received the 
contract with a bid of $9,528.74. The 
new system will include two sub- 
merged pumps and two dual 
dispensers, along with a keylock 
system that will automatically charge 
the amount of gas pumped to each 
department’s vehicle and allow the 
commission to have a detailed usage 
chart of all fuel used. 

The SouthTrust Bank of Coffee 
County was again chosen as the 
depository of county funds, and as 
the depository for probate office 
funds after the local bank offered the 
county the best rates on deposits and 
loans, while Copter Pest Control was 
awarded the county's pest control 
service with a bid of $147.50 per 
month, which was $2.50 less per 
month than the bid received from 
Kersey Termite Company. 

County engineer Mark Pool 
received permission to purchase 
humerous pieces of equipment that 
will aid in the total upkeep of county 
roads. The equipment approved for 
purchase included an asphalt distrib 
ulor, an asphalt tank, a herbicide 


spray unit and a lowboy trailer, Bids 
on the equipment will be opened at 
the next meeting on Oct. 26, as will 
bids on crushed stone, gasoline and 
diesel fuel and materials for bridges 
to be constructed on dirt roads in 
nine locations across the county. 

The discussion on how best to 
divide the crushed stone set for use 
on dirt roads took place and county 
engineer Mark Pool recommended 
that the stone be divided into piles 
for each district with the tonnage in 
tach pile being dependent on the 
lumber of miles of dirt roads in the 
number of miles of dirt roads in the 
districts. Using this method, accord- 
ing to the engineer, the stone would 
be allocated as follows: District 1 - 
227 tons; District 2 - 200; District 3 - 
118; District 4 - 291; District 5 - 46; 
District 6 - 18; and District 7 - 9 tons. 

The commission had mixed 
emotions about the plan because of 
the topography of the various dirt 
roads and instructed the engineer to 
distribute the stone as needed, with 
no mention of district lines, 

In other action at the bi-monthly 
meeting the commission: 
***was told by the county engineer 
that he would update plans on how 
best to stripe the courthouse parking 
lot in Enterprise; 
***appointed commissioners Sid 
Averett, Eugene Bradley and Bill 
Faulk to serve on a committee to 
work with Enterprise officials in an 
attempt to solve the traffic problems 


at the courthouse in Enterprise; 
***was told that last weekend's 
auction of surplus equipment was a 
big success with a total of over 
$113,000 received from various 
buyers; 

***stated that it was county policy 
that any employee with over 240 
hours of vacation time must take the 
additional vacation time by Oct. 1 
each year or lose it; 

***was told it would take approxi- 
mately six weeks for the striping of 
all county roads to be completed; 
***heard the engineer state that 
while Couch Inc. had agreed to 
repair all roadway damaged by the 
hauling of rocks to construction sites 
of new staging fields in the county, 
Wiregrass Construction had not 


repaired the damage it has done on 
county roads; 

***agreed to check with the county 
attorney before doing any work on a 
road at the Girl Scout Camp located 
in Coffee County; 

***agreed to send out invitations to 
bid on two new patrol cars for the 
sheriff's department; 

***heard a rural county resident 
complain about dumping on the dirt 
road on which he lives; 

***was informed that Gov. Guy Hunt 
would speak at the Enterprise 
Chamber of Commerce meeting on 
Oct. 22 at Enterprise State Junior 
College, and 

***heard Commissioner Billy 
Eagerton plead for help to the 
Wesley Chapel Road,
